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The CSDE is recognizing 124 Schools of Distinction according to the criteria outlined below.  

1. Highest Performing 

a. Elementary/Middle: These are schools in the top 10% with respect to the Accountability Index (59 schools).  

b. High Schools: These are schools in the top 10% with respect to the Accountability Index (6 schools).  

 

2. Highest Growth:  

a. All Students: These are schools in the top 10% of points earned in indicator 2 (academic growth) for the All Students group (61 

schools). 

b. High Needs Students: These are schools in the top 10% of points earned in indicator 2 (academic growth) for the High Needs 

student group (53 schools). 

 

3. Greatest Improvers: Among those schools where the CSDE is unable to apply the academic growth model (indicator 2) because of the 

grades tested in that school, these are the schools in the top 10% of improvement on the Accountability Index from 2014-15 to 2015-16 

(7 schools).
